Woolen weavers, outside the carpet 
mill, are not organized in this section. 
They are employed in Lowell. Dracut, 
North Chelmsford and North Billerica 
mills. 
The demand for good 
woolen 
weavers, it is said, has never been bet­ 
ter in this section. 
One of the most experienced of the 
woolen 
and 
worsted 
weavers, 
in 
speaking today of the Double in mills 
of the American woolen company in 
other sections of New England, said: 
“On plain work weavers have been 
able to handle two looms, but in every 
place where the effort has been made 
to get weavers to handle two looms on 
fancy work it has not been successful. 
W eavers are paid by the pick, and it is 
work requiring constant attention, as 
you are liable to tines for imperfect 
work. 
In the Collinsville mill of the 
American woolen company they make 
beavers, and 
In 
the 
Bay State mill 
weavers are making kerseys. 
Both I 
are heavy fabrics, and I do not think 
the attempt will be made 
to 
have 
weavers handle two looms on that kind 
of work. 
“They have tried to get weavers to 
handle two looms 
In 
tile 
Middlesex 
mills but it was not successful. 
In 
North Chelm sford,'when they are run­ 
ning on plain goods, the weavers han­ 
dle two looms, but when a return is 
made to fancy weaves the weaver only 
handles one loom. 
Sometimes a weav­ 
er is asked to handle one loom on plain 
ami another of fancy work, hut it is 
difficult for the weaver as he or she is 
constantly in fear of fines for imperfect 
work on the fancy weaves. 
“To handle tw o.looms means to us a 
reduction of wages eventually. 
That 
is the experience in every mill where 
work is increased. 
At first when tile 
weaver is able to handle two looms lie 
or she is able to earn highei 
wages 
than was earned on one loom. 
The 
higher wages in time attract the a tten ­ 
tion of some one in authority and a 
gradual reduction will be the rule. The 
result will be that in a few years lf 
the weavers are able to do It 
they 
will be handling two looms and turning 
off about double the amount of cloth 
for the wages they are receiving to­ 
day.’’

Green­ 
leaf should be confined to the state prison 
at Concord until the thirteenth day of 
F e b r u a ry , 1903. on which dny between 
the hours o f IO a. rn., and 2 p. in., lie 
should be hanged b y the neck until dead. 
I lie sentence was pronounced after a dis­ 
cu ssio n of certain phases or the case with 
the prisoner’» attorneys had taken place.

Greenleaf was taken lo concord by Sher­ 
iff Locke. 
The convicted man showed no signs of 
physical weakness, outside of 
a slight 
pallor, probably from loss of sleep. He re­ 
mained a lm o st'unmoved during the read­ 
ing of tho sentence and the only time 
he evinced any desire to speak was when 
the court asked if he had anything to 
say. 
In a firm and clear voice Greenleaf 
replied: “ I am an innocent man; I a m :”

that he contemplated no further steps, 
other than the exceptions which he had 
previously taken and which lie promised 
the court lie would file in SO days.
